ans Support of Faylor Puts 
Friends Backing Symington on Spot 


Situation Similar to Allison-Hennings Race 
——Indorsement May Hurt as Well as 
Help Attorney General.

President Truman’s  indorse- 
ment of Attorney General J. E. 
(Buck) Taylor for the Democratic 
senatorial nomination, in prefer- 
ence to his former appointee, Stu- 
art Symington, has put many of 
the President’s home state friends 
who are supporting Symington on 
the spot. 

This is the same situation that 
occurred two years ago when the 
President took a hand in the 
Democratic senatorial fight be- 
tween former State Senator Em- 
ery W. Allison of Rolla and 
Thomas C. Hennings Jr. of St. 
Louis. 

Although most of the Presi- 
dents Missouri friends and po- 
litical allies supported Allison, 
who had been hand-picked and 
backed by the President, Hen- 
nings defeated the President's 
candidate in a hectic primary 
race and went on to defeat Re- 


publican Senator Forrest Donnell 
in the general election. 

Most Missouri Democrats think 
the presidential indorsement of 
Taylor will help the Attorney 
General among party organization 
members who are still on the 
fence in this year’s race. But 
they think it also may react 
against Taylor by throwing sup- 
port of non-organization Demo- 
crats and independents to Sy- 
mington, the group the former 
administrator of the Reconstruc- 
— Finance Corp. must have to 
win. : 

In the 1950 contest, Hennings 
beat the powerful combined oppo- 
sition of President Truman, Gov. 
Forrest Smith, James H. Pender- 
gast of Kansas City, J. V. Conran 
of New Madrid, Richard R. Nacy 
of Jefferson City, Mayor Joseph 
M. Darst and John J. Dwyer, 
chairman of the St. Louis Dem- 
ocratic City Committee. 

He defeated Allison by a nar-

Mandamus Suit Considered. 


Attorneys for the Republicans, 
who are resisting efforts of the 
Missouri Farmers’ Association to 
have the referendum petitions 
previously filed declared invalid, 
said a decision would be made 
over the weekend @as to just what 
form the test case to be brought 
in Supreme Court would take. It 
possibly will be a mandamus suit 
to force Toberman to accept ad- 
ditional petitions. 

If the referendum petitions, 
under attack by the M.F.A. in 
Cole county circuit court, are held 
valid, candidates for nomination 
and election to Missouri%s 11 con- 
gressional seats will have to run 
on a state-wide basis in both the 
primary and general elections. If 
the petitions are ruled out, Con- 
gressmen will be nominated and 
elected in the 11 new districts 
established by the gerrymandered 
redistricting act, rammed through 
the Legislature. by the Democratic 
majority. 

Determination of the question of 
whether the Republicans have 
until July 29 to file referendum 
petitions, or must depend upon 
the petitions filed before the re- 
districting law became effective 
April 22, has an important bear- 
ing on the M.F.A.’s injunction 
suit, pending before Circuit Judge 
Sam C, Blair. 

Could Become Moot Case. 

If the Republicans’ contention 
fs upheld and they have until July 
29 to file petitions—six days be- 
fore the Aug. 5 primary elections 
—the case pending before Judge 
Blair could become moot, 

The question was raised ‘by 
lawyers for the Republicans in 
connection with the injunction 
suit, but Judge Blair ruled it out 
without passing upon the merits 
of the contention. He made it 
clear that the point might be 
raised in some other proceeding, 
possibly a mandamus suit to force 
the Secretary of State to accept 
additional petitions. 

The M.-F.A.’s suit, attacking the 
referendum petitions on the 4l- 
Jeged ground that hundreds of sig- 
natures are fraudulent, or other- 
wise invalid, is scheduled to come 
up for further hearing before 
Judge Blair Monday.

TRAFFIC DEATHS 
REACH 132 FOR HALF 
OF 3-DAY HOLIDAY 


CHICAGO, May 31 (AP — 
Memorial day weekend traffic 
deaths reached 132 today, near 
the half-way mark of the three- 
day holiday. 

The National Safety Council 
predicted 310 persons would be 
killed during the entire holiday 
period—from 6 p.m. Thursday to 
midnight Sunday. 

Accidental fatalities other than 
those in traffic killed 56 persons, 
including 30 drowned. The toll 
from all accidents was 188. 
Missouri reported four fatali- 
ties, three of them in traffic, and 
Illinois listed five traffic deaths 
and four from miscellaneous 
causes. 

Last year, traffic deaths in the 
one-day Memorial holiday num- 
ered 84.. The spot-check ‘holiday 
death counts do not inelude vic- 
tims who die days or weeks after 
accidents. An average of 88 per- 
sons were killed in highway ac- 
cidents from Jan. 1 to Mar, 1 this 
year. The 1951 national traffic 
toll was 37,500—the highest in 10 
years. During the first four 
months of 1952, traffic deaths 
totaled 10,650.

BULLET SENT HERE 
10 Bt CHECKED AS 
GLUE IN KILLING 


Fired From Auto in IIli- 
nois—It Will Be Com- 
pared With One in 
Raack Shooting. 


A bullet fired from a speed- 
ing automobile at a motorist on 
an Illinois highway is being sent 
here for comparison with the 
bullet found near Fifteenth and 
Pine streets Wednesday after 
Raymond C. Raack, Union Elec- 
tric Co. executive, was fatally 
wounded. 

Two Illinois motorists were 
fired on Thursday near Joliet, 
and one was hurt. William Eir- 
thisel of Plainfield was wounded 
in the hand by a bullet fired 
from a 1950 blue Ford occupied 
by four men. The shooting oc- 
curred as the machine passed 
Eirthisel about 18 miles north 
of Joliet at 6 a.m. 

Daniel Schonar of Aurora re- 
ported that he was fired on from 
a machine three miles south of 
Plainfield at 3:30 p.m. the same 
day. The machine, painted blue, 
was occupied only by a driver, 
who fired with his left hand. The 
bullet smashed the small vent 
window as Schonar ducked his 
head. 

A bullet found in Eirthisel’s 
automobile is being sent here for 
comparison. Raack was shot in 
the back as he was getting in his 
automobile. A spent .38-caliber 
bullet was found in the street 
eight yards from the machine. 
Persons in the neighborhood said 
an automobile was eastbound in 
Pine street at the timé, and they 
heard a report like backfire. The 
machine has not been found. 

A search of sewers in the vicin- 
ity of the shooting scene failed 
to reveal any weapon. Questioning 
of a number of persons also failed 
to throw light on the killing.

OF INTERFERENCE 
BY RUSSIANS WIT 
BERLIN PATROLS 


Gen. Handy in Note Says 
‘Malicious’ Hampering 
of ‘Routine Operation 


of My Forces Cannot 
Be Condoned.’

BERLIN, May 31 (UP)—Gen. 
Thomas T. Handy, United States 
commander in chief in Europe, 
demanded tonight that the Rus- 
sians stop interfering with ‘“‘the 
normal, routine military opera- 
tions of my forces.” 

Handy, in a note to Gen. Vassily 
A. Chuikov, Soviet commander in 
chief, protested against the “mali- 
cious” and “indefensible” action 
of the Russians in barring Ameri- 
can military patrols from the 110- 
mile “lifeline” highway which con- 
nects Berlin with western Ger- 
many. 

“Such interference with my 
forces in the execution of their 
instructions cannot be condoned,” 
Handy said. 

' “T insist, therefore, that you 
initiate without delay whatever 
action is necessary to insure that 
members of your command cease 
to interfere with the normal, rou- 
tine military operations of my 
forces.” 

Follow-up to Protest. 

Handy’s demand backed up a 
protest sent to the Russians by 
the Allied high commissioners 
yesterday. 

Deputy United States High 
Commissioner Samuel Reber, in 
a note which was duplicated by 
the British and French, demanded 
that the cars be allowed to pass 
and harassing tactics of the East 
German government be stopped. 

The Russians and the East 
German Communists, meanwhile 
prepared to seal off East Ger- 
many from the West at midnight 
tonight. Effective at that hour no 
West German may enter or stay 
in Soviet-occupied East Germany 
without special Communist per- 
mits. 

West Germans still living in 
the eastern zone must get out by 
the midnight deadline. More- 
over, anybody caught in a new 
no-man’s land along the border 
between East and West Germany 
from the Baltic Seatothe Czecho- 
slovak frontier will be liable’ to 
be shot at sight. ! 

As part of the increasing Com- 
munist pressure in the campaign 
against the newly signed West 
German peace contract, the Rus- 
sians turned back Allied pa- 
trol cars on the Berlin-Helmstedt 
autobahn for the sixth straight 
day. West Berliners feared a new 
blockade was in the making. 

Red Police Enter Hamlet. 

Communist police entered 
Buergerablage, a lakeside resort 
on the edge of the British sector 
of Berlin, today and ordered its 
West Berlin residents to get out 
or join the East Communist state. 

Buergerablage lies just within 
the Russian zone but administra- 
tively it belonged to the borough 
of Spandau, in the British sector. 

Aside from the stopping of the 
Allied patrol cars, road faffic 
along the big superhighway con- 
necting Berlin with the free world 
was normal. 

Black-booted volkspolizei troops 
still stood sentry at nearly 40 
points where the western sectors 
of Berlin and the Soviet zone join. 
They have thrown up barriers to 
seal off the western sectors with 
the Russian zone and armed East 
German policemen are on patrol. 

At Leipzig, where the fanatic 
Communist Free German Youth 
(FDJ) concluded its fourth parlia- 
mentary meeting, there were war- 
like rumblings, 

In the Junge Welt (Young 
World), organ of the FDJ, pages 
were plastered with reports of the 
parliamentary sessions which in-

The howls of political pain went 
up yesterday, shortly after Eisen- 
hower-for-President headquarters 
here disclosed that every Repub- 
lican national convention dele- 
gate had been invited to call on 
the general in any of three places 
—Eisenhower’s hometown, Abi- 
lene, Kan.; New York, or Denver. 
A headquarters spokesman said 
expenses would be footed by local, 
not national, Eisenhower organ- 
izations, if not borne by dele- 
gates. 

Before Eisenhower committee 
backers denied that the national 
organization would pay for a 
thousand or more visits to their 
candidate, Taft and Kefauver 
headquarters blasted the plan. 

‘Gross Bribery’ Charged. 
Gael Sullivan, Kefauver mana- 

ger, called the plan “gross 
bribery.” He said the Department 
of Justice should investigate to 
determine “the extent of viola- 
tion of the corrupt practices act.” 
This federal statute defines per- 
missible practices in _ political 
campaigns. 

David S. Ingalls, national chair- 
man of the Taft-for-President 
Committee, said in a statement: 
The plan comes pretty close to 
efforts at bribery and is only one 
example of the money poured by 
Wall Street into the Eisenhower 
campaign.” 

Eisenhower headquarters called 
Ingalls’s statement “false and yvi- 
cious.” 

Meanwhile, plans were laid for 
Eisenhower's final days in uni- 
form as the organizer of Allied 
defenses against Communism in 
Europe, and his first days as a 
former commander in the midst 
of a hot political struggle. 

Plans for Civilian Changeover. 

Eisenhower indicated he wants 
to make the change by degrees. 
In Paris, where he was packing to 
leave, he told reporters: 

1, He would keep his uni- 
form on during his journey 
home and during conferences 
in Washington, After his offi- 
cial conferences end late Tues- 
day, he said, he will put on 
civilian clothing. 

2. “If I am called as stand- 
ard-bearer of a political party, 
at that moment my resignation 
(of his commission as an Army 
officer) will be in the hands of 
the President.” 

3. He repeated that he would 
not campaign for nomination. 
His headquarters here said that 
meant he planned no transcon- 
tinental speaking tours. 

Elaborate plans were laid by 
the military for Eisenhower's 
official welcome home at National 
Airport late Sunday afternoon. 

It was previously annouficed 
Eisenhower would be taken al- 
most immediately to see President 
Truman at the White House, and 
would confer again with the Pres- 
ident before leaving for Abilene 
late Tuesday. He will hold a 
Pentagon press conference Tues- 
day morning. 

The general will make an ad- 
dress from Abilene Wednesday 
over a nation-wide radio-tele- 
vision hookup. His only other 
scheduled address is at Detroit 
later, but his headquarters said 
he would speak many more times, 
in response to a “bale of re- 
quests.” 

Invitations To All Delegates. 

Eisenhower campaign head- 
quarters said the delegate invita- 
tions were to one-and-all of 1206 
Republican delegates named or 
to be named to the Chicago con- 
vention. That included delegates 
pledged to Taft. An Eisenhower

32 BILLIONS IN MILITARY 
GOODS ORDERED IN FIRST 
10 MONTHS OF FISCAL YEAR 


WASHINGTON, May 31 (AP). 
HE Defense Department re- 

T ported yesterday it ordered 
32 billion dollars worth of 
weapons, supplies, construction 
and expansion of existing pro- 
duction facilities during the 


first 10 months of the present 
fiscal year. 


Of the total obligations, $26,- 
700,000,000 was for “hard 
goods”—planes, ships, tanks, 
weapons, ammunition electron- 
ics and other equipment. Cloth- 
ing, fuel, subsistence and other 
“soft goods” items accounted 
for $3,500,000,000. The remain- 
ing $1,800,000,000 was obligated 
for military construction. 

Of the total hard goods or- 
dered, $2,400,000,000 was pro- 
curement for the Mutual Se. 
curity assistance program — 
weapons and equipment for the 
allies. 

The Defense Department had 
18 and a half billion still avail- 
able for obligation as of May 1. 
Of that $14,100,000,000 was for 
ordering hard goods items. 

Funds available for obliga- 
tion during the fiscal year, 
which ends. next June 30, total 
$68,700,000,000, including $4,- 
800,000,000 allocated to the De- 
fense Department for the mili- 
tary assistance program. 


ESTATE OF $40,000 
LEFT IN TRUST TO 
CARE FOR 18 DOGS 


PARIS, Ill., May 31 (AP) — A 
retired rural mail carrier directed 
that his $40,000 estate be kept in 
trust for the care of 18 dogs. 

The will of Otis Arbuckle, 70 
years old, which was filed today, 
provides that the Edgar County 


National Bank, as executor and 
trustee, is to install a tenant, 
rent free, in the mail carrier's 
home. The tenant, however, must 
be “fond of dogs,” and must 
provide beds for the dogs inside 
the house, feed them, see to it 
that they have covers in winter, 
and take them to a veterinarian 
when they get sick. 

He may use all of Arbuckle’s 
household tools and may have 
the use of an automobile, but only 
“to take a dog or the dogs for a 
ride.” 

On death of all the dogs, the 
estate is to be liquidated and the 
money, except for four personal 
bequests of $100 each, turned 
over to the Democratic national 
campaign fund.

9 CONVICTS ESCAPE

POLICE RAID RED 
ENTERS, SEZE 
ARMS IN FRANC 


Squads With Tear Gas 
and Machine Guns In- 
vade Communist Of. 
fices at Dawn. 


PARIS, May 31 AP)—French 
police cracked down hard on the 
Communists today with a series 
of dawn raids on Red party head- 
quarters and offices throughout 
the country. The Ministry of In- 
terior said arms and ammunition 
were seized in a number of cities. 

A raid on the headquarters of 
the Communist-led General Con- 
federation of Labor (CGT) in Tou- 
lon uncovered cases of cartridges 
loaded with buckshot, the min- 
istry said. Toulon was the scene 
last night of bloody rioting in 
which several police were injured. 

Steel-helmeted police armed 
with submachine guns pounced on 
Red offices throughout Paris in 
simultaneous raids, and searches 
in other sections were said to be 
still going on. 

Red leaders apparently knew 
they were toming, however, and 
managed to burn most of their 
documents and reports. Police 
seized what remained. 

The Ministry of Interior said 
six Communist organizations were 
raided in Paris: the central na- 
tional headquarters of the party, 
the Union of French Women, the 
Seine department Federation 
headquarters of the party, the As- 
sociation of Fighters for Peace, 
the Association of former Franc- 
Tireur and Partisan Fighters, and 
the Union of Republican Youth of 
France, 

The search orders were issued 
by the examining magistrate who 
is handling the case of France’s 
No. 1 Red, Jacques Duclos, now in 
prison on charges of plotting 
against the internal security af 
the state. 

Duclos, secretary- general of 
France’s Communist party, and 
hundreds of other Reds were ar- 
rested in connection with Wednes- 
day’s bloody riots sparked by the 
arrival of Gen. Matthew B. Ridg- 
way to take over Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower's Allied command. 

The CGT tried in vain to drum 
up a general strike in protest 
against Duclos’s arrest. Trains and 
busses ran as usual. Telephone, 
gas, water and other public utili- 
ties continued to function with a 
few breakdowns. Several thousand 
automobile workers in Paris 
stopped work Thursday but most 
of them were back on the job yes- 
terday. 

Duclos was moved last night 
from Suresnes jail to Sante prison 
in Paris after his lawyers claimed 
the Red chief—a diabetic—was 
ailing and needed his physicians’ 


care. 


Feared Second Depression, Kept 
$307,286 in Safety Deposit Box 


Edward W. Schuman liquidated 
his securities and landholdings

Schuman at one time operated 
a photographic studio here. Then 
he became a traveling salesman, 
and later a real estate developer 
and fruit grower near McAllen, 
Tex., retiring about 10 years ago 
when his health failed.

In addition 
to currency in the safety deposit 
box, there was $3272 additional 
cash in checking accounts; real 
estate, $7700; bonds, $7125, and 
30 shares of stock listed at $1 a 
share.

“I accept, sir, full responsibility 
from you with a deep sense of 
pride and privilege.” 

About 400° officers and their 
families gathered to watch the 
ceremony held beneath the flags 
of the 14 North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization nations. 

Warning Against Isolationism. 

In a news conference, Eisen- 
hower took a sharp rap at iso 
lationism. 

“There is a grave danger in 
thinking of these problems (of 
defense against Communism) lo- 
cally,” he said. “It is a fight to 
be fought globally and we must 
not get preoccupied with our own 
ideas’ 

“It would be a very grave mis- 
take,” he said, “not to remember 
that events in other parts of the 
world are not only a drain on our 
own resources and _ military 
strength, but also are a part of 
our own ideological struggle.” 

Eisenhower, who led millions of 
American and Allied soldiers to 
victory in World War II began his 
tour of duty here in December 
1950. Since that date he has built 
up a line of defense which ex- 
tends from Norway to Turkey. 

His 57-year-old successor, Ridg- 
way, also played a vital role in 
World War IJ. He won fame as 
commander of the Eighty-second 
Airborne Division in the invasions 
of Sicily and Normandy. He was 
sent to Korea in December 1950 
when U.N. forces were reeling in 
retreat and spurred them along 
the path to victory. 

Plans of Eisenhower. 

Eisenhower told the press con- 
ference his retirement from ac- 
tive duty in the Army becomes 
effective today. However, he said 
he planned to spend Monday and 
Tuesday in Washington reporting 
to American civil and military 
authorities on his service as su-

TOKYO, May 31 (AP)—Com- 
munist “Martyr’s Day” demon- 
strations swept Japan ‘yesterday 
and Tokyo police killed three 
rioters.

Twenty-five thousand police 
smashed 37 demonstrations par- 
ticipated in by an estimated 20.- 
000 persons.

Anniversary of Uprising. 


The central committee of the 
Japanese Communist party called 
the demonstrations to mark the 
anniversary of a May 30 Com- 
munist uprising two years ago. 


The three rioters were killed 
when about 200 Koreans, stu- 
dents and laborers attacked an 
outlying Tokyo police _ station 
with sulphuric acid and flaming 
oil bombs. Police fired into the 
mob as it surged forward break- 
ing windows with sticks and 
stones and threatening 13 officers. 

Associated Press Correspondent 
William C, Barnard was hit and 
burned on the side of the neck by 
an acid bomb while watching a 
clash between police and a mob 
of 1500, His injury was not seri- 
ous.

Mississippi's 


Wholesale Costs. 


Mississippi River Fuel Corp., 
the pipeline supplying the St. 


Louis district with natural gas, 


is expected to renew its effort for 
a $3,350,000 second-round whole- 


gate rate increase, following the 
unusual action of the Federal 
Power Commission in rejecting 
the rise outright late Thursday. 


The issue is important to con- 
sumers, as about $2,400,000 of the 
increase would be charged to La- 
clede Gas Co., which ha’. asserted 
any such rise would have to be 
passed on to its customers. The 
situation over the FPC action has 
precipitated a new battle of words 
between Laclede and Mississippi, 
which are already embroiled over 
Mississippi’s effort to gain owner- 
ship control of Laclede. 


The second-round wholesale in- 
crease, under a tariff filed with 
FPC by Mississippi April 30, 
would have become effective to- 
morrow unless suspended or 
knocked out. The usual action by 
FPC in sugh cases is to suspend 
a tariff pending hearing of the 
issue. Lawyers said the outright 
rejection was believed to be un- 
precedented., 

Pipeline’s Position. 


FPC’s action was taken on the 
ground that alleged increases of 
cost of gas purchased in the gas 
fields by Mississippi were “fic- 
tional” and not a matter of rec- 
ord. However, William G. Mar- 
bury, president of Mississippi, told 
the Post-Dispatch that United Gas 
Pipeline Corp. actually had on 
file before the FPC a proposed 
new tariff calling for higher rates 
for the gas it furnishes Missis- 
sippi. 

In addition, Marbury said, the 
second-round rate rise by his 
company was predicated partly on 
a new contract for an additional 
supply of gas, soon to be deliv- 
ered, at a cost higher than former 
supplies. That contract already 
has been approved, he said. 

Laclede, in a formal statement. 
asserted that the second-round 
rise was sought by Mississippi ‘‘in 
a totally irresponsible fashion 
without regard to the interests of 
gas users in St. Louis or to the 
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Carrier on the Mississippi

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Mark Twain and New Deal 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


I was shocked and very surprised to 
note that Judge Samuel I. Rosenman 
takes full credit for having coined 
the famous “New Deal” phrase at 3 
o'clock in the morning while inspired 
by. “hot dogs and a pot of coffee.” 


This is altogether erroneous because 
the full credit belongs to Franklin D. 
Roosevelt himself. On Dec. 8, 1933, I 
had an interview with President Roose- 
‘sag 4 ‘we the White House, and I said 
o him: 


“Did you know, Mr. President, that 
the slogan of your Administration was 
first used by Mark Twain in ‘The Con- 
necticut Yankee at King Arthur’s 
Court?” 

“Yes, certainly, I was well aware of 
that fact,” he smilingly answered, “for 
it was there that I obtained the phrase. 
You recall the Yankee saying that he 
was in a country where the,right to say 
how the country should be governed 
was restricted to six persons in each 
thousand of the population. He found 
himself, so to speak, a stockholder in a 
corporation where 994 of its members 
furnished all the money and did all the 
work, while the other six elected them- 
selves a permanent board of directors 
and took all the profits. And so he 
came to the logical and inescapable con- 
clusion that what the 994 dupes needed 
Was a new deal! I felt the same way 
about conditions in America.” 


And the President concluded: “You 
have probably read various accounts of 
how I obtained the phrase, but they are 
all erroneous. I freely acknowledge 
my debt to Mark Twain whose entire 
works I hope to reread after I return 
to Hyde Park for good.”

A.M.A.’s Position 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In answer to the letter “Question 
for the A.M.A.,” may I express the rea- 
sons for the opposition of the American 
Medical Association to the Social Secu- 
rity bill defeated in Congress? 

The first two provisions of this bill 
were not opposed by the A.M.A. and 
cover the section referred to by ‘“‘Wor- 
ried Widow.” These -provisions would 
increase benefits to old-age and sur- 
vivor insurance beneficiaries up to $5 
a month, and permit workers past re- 
tirement age to earn up to $70 a month 
without loss of insurance benefits. 

The third provision of this bill, which 
involves disability, is opposed by the 
A.M.A. for the following reasons: It 
does not belong in an insurance bill. 
It gives Federal Security Administra- 
tor Ewing unusual powers in the medi- 
cal field, namely, to promulgate rules 
and regulations on a national basis for 
governing medical examinations; to se- 
*ect and approve examiners of the ap- 
Plicant; to remunerste for ¢xamina- 
tions; to refund expense of applicant 
‘going to and from examination and, 
most powerful of all, to deny applica- 
tion if applicant refuses to take indi- 
cated rehabilitation under the Voca- 
tional ‘Rehabilitation Act. : 

This is socialized medicine, and pages 
12 to 16 of the bill should be stricken 
in the interest of the public godd. 

It is unfortunate that the speed 
shown in the Administration’s attempt 
to sneak the bill through Congress is 
not applied in more commendable ways, 
‘and it is also reprehensible that the 
sick and injured must serve as the me- 
‘dium for Mr. Truman’s political chi-

Veto for the Oil Grab 


As he promised to do, President Truman has 
vetoed the legislation which would turn the 
oil-rich tidelands over to private exploiters in 
some three states. He vetoed a similar measure 
in 1946. Since then, the United States Supreme 


’ Court upheld the right of the Federal Govern- 


ment to these oil reserves, so the President's 
position is even stronger than it was six 
years ago. 

But Congress, especially the House, has been 
more responsive to the oil lobby than to the 
Supreme Court. On May 15, the House passed 
its state ownership bill by a voice vote of 248 
to 89. There was stronger opposition to the 
give-away in the Senate where a similar bill was 
adopted on April 2 by a vote of 50 to 35. 


Since the proponents of state ownership 
mustered 23 more votes in the House than are 
needed to override the, veto, it would seem 
that the best chance of saving the coastal oil 
for the nation as a whole will come in the 
Senate. Of course, all the House members who 
voted to hand the oil lands to the states may 
not vote to override. But the upper chamber 
looks like the real backstop. Senator O’Mahoney 
of Wyoming said weeks ago that there simply 
are not votes enough in the Senate to over- 
came the presidential veto. , 

In this connection, the votes of Missouri's 
Senators can be of considerable importance. 
When the Senate adopted its version of the grab 
legislation, Sénator Hennings votéd No, but 
Senator Kem was not recorded. Will Senator 
Kem now join in upholding the President, or will 
he put partisan politics ahead of the public 
welfare? 

Mr. Truman certainly deserves more credit 
than he is likely to get in this political year 
for sticking to his guns. Had he signed the 
give-away bill, unmeasured quantities of sub- 
marine oil woyld have passed into the control 
of chiefly three states, California, Texas and 
Louisiana. The reserves would have been ex- 
ploited largely for private profit. 

As a result of the veto, the chances are good 
that the oil reserves will continue to be de- 


veloped for the .benefit of all the people of . 


the United States. There is likely to be more 
regard for the conservation of a natural re- 
source which currently is being used up at an 
alarming rate. Above all, Washington, rather 
than the states, is most likely to remember 
the continuing importance of oil reserves to 
the defense of the nation. 

President Truman’s veto was necessary and 
it is fully justified. It gives Congress a chance 
to correct its mistake by sustaining the White 
House. 
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Why in Secret? 

The St. Louis Police Board, in voting eight 
new promotions recommended by Chief O’Con- 
nell, conducted that vital piece of public busi- 
ness in the exclusive privacy of an executive 
session. The community has a right to ask 
why the action was taken in secret. 

There may be times when a public body 
must resort to the device of a closed meeting, 
but they ought to be few and far between. 
It is difficult to see why the commissioners 
were required to gather behind closed doors 
in order to approve Chief O’Connell’s recom- 
mendations on the eight promotions—if that 
was all there was to it. But was it? The 
people will never know. 

As the St. Louis Crime Commission pointed 
out at the height of the board’s transfer episode 
of last February, the department “does not 
belong to any group of board members, nor 
is it the private property of any clique of 
politicians ... the board members are only 
the trustees of a million men, women and 
children.” The sooner the board members 
realize this the better it will be for both them 
and the Police Department. 
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Food Ceilings Go Up 


Nobody can take very seriously the retail 
grocers’ claim that the increase in profit mar- 
gins allowed by OPS will have little effect on 
prices. 

It is true that some foods are selling below 
ceiling. But it does not take an electronic 
brain at the check-out counter to figure out 
that if the industry did not expect to get 
higher prices out of higher profit margins it 
would hardly be clamoring at the OPS door. 

The answer seems to be that. the industry 
has demanded higher margins primarily on 
those items which are near the ceiling—in 
other words, items on which it believes the 
public might stand a higher price. 

The OPS has granted a part of the request 
and there may be another boost later if a de- 
tailed study of industry earnings shows justifi- 
cation for it. This should be proof enough that 
the OPS is trying to do a conscientious job of 
protecting the legitimate interests of the re- 
tailer while also protecting those of the con- 
sumer. 

Above all the hiking of profit margins knocks 
out any case the retailers may have had for 
application of the Capehart amendment to them. 
The margin hike is their Capehart amendment. 
They are not entitled to another one on top 
of it. 
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The Tankers Are a Test 


A good test case has arisen quickly for the 
new Attorney General, James P. McGranery. 
The Senates’ permanent investigating commit- 
tee has referred the dubious Casey surplus 
tanker deal to the Justice Department with 
a request for “prompt and vigorous” action. 


Attorney General McGranery has _ several 
times promised a clean and active department. 
Investigation of the ship deal may help show 
how vigorous his department will be. For 
Senator Hoey’s committee - flatly charges that 
this deal involved tax evasion and violations of 
other laws. 


The tanker deal is an involved story. A 


group led by former Congressman Joseph E. 


Casey of Massachusetts bought war surplus 
tankers. They used a Panama subsidiary and 
heavy depreciation write-offs to get tax exemp- 
tions on operating profits. Then they sold 
most of the ships to make a fat profit in cap- 
ital gains. Thus they turned a $101,000 in- 
vestment into a quick $3,500,000 profit. 

But the story does not end there. In the 
complicated fransactions the tanker company 
stock wound up with the China International 
Foundation. This was allegedly controlled by 
Chinese Nationalists, though the ships some- 
times traded with Red China. 

The foundation was supposed to be a non- 
profit educational agency, but the Hoey com- 


mittee doubts that. And its head was Newbold. 


Morris, who denied making a personal profit 

out of the ship deals, though the committee 

says he got a $30,000 share in legal fees. 
Much of this was known to the Justice De- 
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partment and its former boss, J. Howard 
‘McGrath, before McGrath named Morris as 
corruption investigator. Hence there is a ques- 
tion as to whether the Morris inquiry was 
blocked at the start. How could an investigator 
investigate a department which should have 
been investigating him? | 

McGrath is out of the Justice Department 
now. McGranery has just taken his place with 
solid assurances of a clean-up. An investiga- 
tion of the tanker deal will be a bona fide test 
of whether the pledges will be carried out. 
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Senator McCarran Proposes 

Senator McCarran of Nevada has introduced 
a proposed constitutional amendment on the 
subject of presidential seizure of industry and 
has obtained, so he says, unanimous approval 
by the Senate Judiciary Committee, of which 
he is chairman. 

The amendment would be one of the short- 
est in history, were it to be adopted. 
as follows: 


_ _ The executive power of the United States 
_ Shall not be construed to extend at any 
time to any taking of private property 
. other than in a manner prescribed by law. 


What, it may be wondered, is Senator 
McCarran’s precise purpose in introducing such 
a proposal just at this time? 

Is it to attempt to bring pressure on the 
Supreme Court, which has heard arguments by 
both industry and government lawyers in the 
steel case and is now deliberating the issue? 


Is it to force legislation in Congress, where 
several bills have been introduced by Senator 
Morse of Oregon, Representative Smith of Vir- 
ginia and others to set up procedure for han- 
dling deadlocks such as arose in the steel in- 
dustry? Or is it to block such legislation? 


Whatever Senator McCarran’s intent, the 
Senate need be in no haste to consider his 
proposal. It will be time enough to look at 
the McCarran resolution after the Supreme 
Court has acted, and after hearings have been 
held on the leading seizure bills in Congress. 


The Post-Dispatch believes that a bill estab- 
lishing the procedure for seizure in a serious 
emergency should be carefully drawn, thought- 
fully considered and deliberately enacted into 
law. If this is done, there will be little if any 
reason to look into the McCarran proposal. 


Abusive, -autocratic use of the President's 
inherent powers would be a disservice to our 
democracy. So would it be a disservice to ren- 
der the executive unable to act quickly in an 
emergency when the life of the nation hung 
in the balance. :

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Good News for Parents 


A report of special significance to St. Louis 
parents has been made by Federal Narcotics 
Agent Lonnie McIntosh, who says the use of 
drugs by teenagers in the schools here is vir- 
tually non-existent. This is the best of news. 

Narcotics addiction is a terrifying thing for 
any parent to contemplate. And so it was only 
natural that the pulse of many a father and 
mother quickened perceptibly when last year's 
disclosures of addiction among high school pu- 
pils in some metropolitan areas gained head- 
line prominence. If such a thing happened in 
New York, parents reasoned, it might be hap- 
pening in St. Louis. 

Happily it was not happening in St. Louis, 
and Mr. MclIntosh’s report ought to relieve 
many an anxious concern. But it also makes 
plain the need for continued vigilance by law 
enforcement and school authorities, and espe- 
cially by parents. The record shows they have 
been doing a fine job, but it is a job that 


knows no end.

Two Jolts to Complacency 

In respect to overcrowding, St. Louis has 
the worst housing conditions of any large city. 
So says a booklet just issued by the Social 
Planning Council’s research bureau. 

St. Louis, “more than almost any city, has 
permitted itself to rot at the core to an extent 
that is almost incredible.” So says William 
Zeckendorf, the New York real estate man 
who operates in many big cities including St. 
Louis. 

These two jolts to civic complacency may 
be hard to. take, but they point up the mag- 
nitude of the rehabilitation task which St. Louis 
has already undertaken. Only the barest be- 
ginning toward a revitalization of the city’s core 
has been ventured. It is well to temind our- 
selves that the first steps have come late and 
proceed slowly—that such an enormous chal- 
lenge demands a constant renewal of dedication 
and unremitting effort. 

Mr. Zeckendorf is a man of large ideas. In 
his address to the St. Louis chapter of the 
American Institute of Architects he presented 
one attractive—and definitely large—idea when 
he suggested that some part of the rotted urban 
core, when rebuilt, be devoted to the creation 
of a vast recreation area rather than housing. 
High-earning commercial property, as he pointed 
out, ‘may well be needed to maintain the city’s 
economic base, and the recreation industry is 
certainly a promising candidate in that field. 

In St. Louis the problem would be where 
to locate the displaced slum residents. For in 
St. Louis the amount of vacant land outside 
the slum areas is drastically limited. There 
can be no room for new industry at the core 
unless room is first found for the people who 
now live there. 

This is a problem that will require large 
ideas to solve. Perhaps it has not been ap- 
proached wWith a sufficiently sweeping vision. 
Perhaps Mr. Zeckendorf’s contagious zeal can 
help St. Louis capture such a vision.

Many incidents show how the pattern 
of racial segregation is breaking down in 
Kentucky. Perhaps the most far-reaching 
step that has been taken in the last two 
years is the admission of Negro students 
to five previously white colleges. 

In each case, student bodies have taken 
the attitude that nothing extraordinary is 
happening. They have treated the situa- 
tion as perfectly normal. 

The completeness of their acceptance 
has been something of a surprise to the 
students who transferred from Louisville 
Municipal College for Negroes, which 
closed a year ago, to the main campus of 
the University of Louisville. Apparently 
they, like many others, had been prepared 
to believe the myth that the white stu- 
dents would object. 

At first there was talk of reserving spe- 
cial tables for colored students in the 
cafeteria, but these were never used be- 
cause they did not suit the wishes or 
convenience of either race. 

In general, all students participate in 
everything on campus—not only facilities 
such as dining room and library, but all 
the recreational clubs, the glee club, the 
home economics club and all college 
functions, including university sponsored 
dances, which are held only in ballrooms 
that will welcome all members. (There 
has been no interracial dancing, except 
square dancing.) 


No Need for Negro Adviser 


Negro students brought their own fra- 
ternities and sororities with them. This 
spring one Negro has gone out for foot- 
ball practice, which should do a lot, to 
make the other colored students feel that 
the athletic teams belong to them too, 


With some hesitation, the Board of 
Trustees of the University of Louisville 
decided to employ one of the professors 
from Municipal College to serve as ‘‘ad- 
viser” to Negro students. 

Dr. Charles Parrish, distinguished so- 
ciologist, was the fortunate choice for this 
position. But when he got to his new 
office, the need for a special adviser for 
colored transfers evaporated, and he is 
now teaching a full load in the sociology 
department with many more whites than 
Negroes in his classes. 

While the trustees were debating wheth- 
er to install a Negro full professor, the 
physics department liked so well the work 
of one of thé students who came from 
the Louisville Municipal College to do 
graduate work, that without any fanfare 
they made him a teaching fellow. 

Robert Maupin has been a graduate as- 
sistant since September 1950, handling 
one of three sections in laboratory work 
for freshmen in physics. His department 
is delighted with him, and so far as is 
known no white student has asked to be 
transferred to another section. 


Teachers’ Colleges Retain Ban 


Since there is no longer any designation 
of race on registration cards, it is almost 
impossible to tell how many -colored stu- 
dents have registered. But it is known 
that in the fall of 1951, when the under- 
graduate colleges were integrated, 54 stu- 
dents out of about 123 transferred to Bel- 
knap Campus (the main arts and science 
campus) from Louisville Municipal College. 

Some of the others may have been dis- 
couraged by the higher tuition rates at 
Belknap Campus; a few went to Catholic 
colleges, and some may have gone to the 
Kentucky State College at Frankfort. 
However, 17 students who had been at 
Frankfort last year have transferred to 
Louisville this year. 

Besides the. University of Louisville, 
Berea and three Catholic colleges are now 
taking Negro students. The University 
of Kentucky at Lexington admits them to 
graduate school, but the state-supported 
teachers’ colleges have not yet accepted 
them, partly because these institutions lie 
in less progressive areas of the state. Nor 
are Negroes admitted by Presbyterian 
Centre College of Kentucky or Baptist 
Georgetown College. 

However, Negro students are welcome 


at both Protestant seminaries in Louis- 
ville. At the Southern Baptist Seminary a 
Nigerian student is living in the dormi- 
tory. Before the law was changed to 
permit integration, 96 per cent of the 
student body of that institution voted in 
favor of admitting colored students both 
to classrooms and dormitories. Now they 
are living up to their principles. 

Dr. R. B. Atwood, president of the Ken- 
tucky State College at Frankfort, now sits 
with his fellow presidents on the Council 
of Public Higher Education. Negroes also 
are members of the State Board of Educa- 
tion and the State Textbook Commission. 


Members of the state Negro Medical As- 
sociation can now become members of 
the Kentucky Medical Association. Law- 
yers seem less willing to accept colored 
members. In Louisville the Council of 
Churches is integrated. There have been 
occasional examples of exchange of pulpits 
between Negro and white ministers. 


Doors Open to Student Nurses 


One of the triumphs of recent vears 
has been the admission of Negro girls 
students in nursing at the Louisville “.cn- 
eral Hospital, where they are assigned, as 
are white students, to patients of either 
race. 

In 1948 for the first time Negro patients 
were accommodated by one of the city’s 
private hospitals—St. Joseph's, a Catholic 
institution. 

Louisville’s main public library has been 
open to and widely used by both races 
since 1948. This April all the suburban 
branches were also opened to Negroes. The 
city parks, however, with the exception of 
one small park for Negroes only, have 
been closed to them since 1927, though 
last fall the courts said that Negroes must 
be allowed to play on city golf courses un- 
less and until equally attractive courses 
were provided for them. 

Louisville is the first Southern city to 
give some training in race relations to all 
its rookie policemen, and it employes 34 
Negroes on its force, more than any other 
Southern city except Miami, 

In the 1952 Legislature, the Catholic 
School Board urged the repeal of what is 
left of the Day law. The Day law is 
the statute which, until two years ago, 
completely forbade education of the two 
races in the same classroom at the same 
time. When it was amended, the change 
applied only to higher education; it is 
still a severely punished crime for mem- 
bers of the two races to share a common 
classroom in grade or high schools. 


Segregation Is Hard to Keep 


At such time as the law is repealed, the 
Catholics are prepared to start integrating 
all their parochial schools. In a few city 
schools, they believe it would take a few 
months to educate and prepare the par- 
ents. The children evidently favor the 
change immediately. 

The repeal of the Day law would make 
no difference in Kentucky's public schools, 
where separate but equal use of school 
funds is required by the state constitution. 
Between 50 and 60 counties in the state 
have no high schools for Negroes, but 
have been sending them to Lircoln Insti- 
tute as boarding students. Judging by 
court decisions, it seems that a suit chal- 
lenging.this arrangement would be suc- 
cessful. 

Many ‘banquets and parties have been 
given by university fraternities at big 
hotels down town ‘which do not accept 
Negro guests. This policy has had. to be 
amended already for Community “Chest 
luncheons, and now perhaps will evoke 
new pressures from the students. 

Contacts made at the newly integrated 
colleges have already enabled several 
Negro students to secure jobs which be- 
fore would almost certainly have been 
closed to them. 

Administrative officials are bound to 
find out sooner or later that a policy of 
partial segregation is extremely difficult 
to maintain. Perhaps they wil? take cour- 
age from the fact that the changeover so 
far has been easier than people predicted.

Without such control, none 
of the changes which are neces- 
sary in Washington can be accom- 
plished, Eisenhower is the only 
Republican candidate who can 
win by a landslide,” Duff said. 

Taft’s cause got support from 
a five-day speaking engagement 
by Lt. Gen. Albert C. Wedemeyer 
who repeated the Ohio Senator’s 
opposition to UMT.

ITLER was the author of the 
H ‘vie lie” technique in _ poli- 

tics; at least he brought it to 
modern perfection. Tell a big lie, 
and tell it often, and in time 
everyone will believe it, was the 
basis of his theory.

Dripping Paint. 

AST summer a certain reader 

spent 15 minutes painting the 

outside of a window frame and 
three months trying to remove 
the paint from places where it 
wasn't supposed to. go. This 
points up the fact that it’s just 
as easy to spill outside paint as 
inside paint. 

You will find the removing of 
paint from grass, shrubs, mason- 
ry and roof shingles to be a very 
tedious job. You will also find 
that it’s almost impossible for 
anyone, professional or amateur, 
to paint for a long period with- 
out spilling or dripping some 
paint about. So before you do 
any outside painting, be sure 
that adjoining surfaces and near- 
by objects are adequately pro-

The best material for this job 
is a large canvas drop cloth. This 
can be hung on adjoining sur- 
faces or placed over objects that 
are to be kept free of paint. If 
you don’t have one of these cloths, 
use several layers of old paper. 

If, in spite of all troubles, some 
paint gets where it doesn’t be- 
long, get after it immediately with 
a cloth and turpentine. Fresh 
paint can be removed from al- 
most any surface easily enough if 
it’s done right away. But if you 
let the paint soak in for any 
length of time or harden, you 
have a full-time job on your 
hands. This is especially true of 
masonry surfaces such as brick, 
concrete, asbestos shingles and 
stucco.

With West opening his fourth- 
highest club, won with dummy’s 
ten, the truly competent declarer 
will Jay down the heart queen 
from dummy, then lead the heart 
six.and try to pass the trick to 
West, the non-dangerous hand. If 
this maneuver succeeds —and it 
undoubtedly would succeed 
against about 99 per cent of all 
players who might be sitting East

The alert East, however, will 
find an effective counter-measure 
to South’s plan. Upon seeing the 
nine of heart’s played by West on 
dummy’s queen, this East will 
reason as follows: South can 
scacely have a six-card heart suit, 
since he didn’t rebid the suit: 
and if by chance South does hold 
a six-card heart suit, in eommon 
prudence he will finesse his own 
ten-spot on the second round, to 
guard against any possibility of

. East's getting in for a club return. 


Thus, it can’t cost anything for 
East to put up the heart jack on 
the low heart lead from dummy, 
and if, as is so likely, West’s nine 
was from a holding of 10-9, then 
East's play is absolutely necessary. 
Obviously, it is East’s possession 
of the heart eight, in addition to 
the jack, which points to this de- 
fense. 

However, even if East rises to 
this crisis, the defense can’t “re- 
lax.” Declarer had another string 
in his bow. He capture’s East’s 
heart jack, cashes the héart ace 
as well, and then ecasnes the two 
top spades. Now it is West who 
must be on his toes! If West does 
not see the need for unblocking 
his spade queen by throwing it 
on a high spade, declarer fixes 
him in no uncertain fashion by 
leading a third round of spades. 
Now the fulfilling trick will be 
dummy ’s thirteenth spade.

HYDE PARK. 
RECEIVED a notice recently 

I trom a New York publishing 

firm which will publish the re- 
vised standard version of the 
Bible next fall and who have 
made a nation-wide survey of how 
many people in this country own 
Bibles. 

I was surprised, but pleased, to 
learn that there is at least one 
Bible in nearly every home. There 
is no other volume that I know 
of that is so widely distributed, 
and the survey shows that in 
many homes every member of 
the family has a Bible. Only one 
family in 10 was found to be with- 
out a Bible. 

What is even more interesting 
fo me is that seven out of every 
10 people received their Bibles be- 
fore they were 15 years of age. 
That, perhaps, is one reason why 
a great majority of people have 
read certain parts of the Bible 
quite carefully. It probably was 
required reading when they were 
young. And, once the habit is 
formed, reading a few verses 
from the Bible daily is a good 
way to begin and to end a day.

MANY PEOPLE, according to 
this survey, apparently received 
their Bibles as gifts, but 13 per 
cent of the people surveyed in- 
herited their Bibles. That always 
interests me because I think the 
old Bibles that come down in a 
family mean a great deal to young 
people especially when they cax 
identify the passages that were 
marked by certain older members 
of the family. 

I remember one Bible- that 
came down through several gener- 
ations in my family. The first 
owner had marked his favorite 
passages. The second owner had 
not only marked his favorite pas- 
sages but he made notes beside 
them saying why he was inter- 
ested and initialed his remarks. 
The third owner marked his fa- 
vorite passages but made remarks 
on the previous remarks, and it 
was a fascinating study of the 
differences between generations. 
When it finally came to my gen- 
eration I think there was a feeling 
that the marking should stop. But 
it will always remain a most in- 
teresting family document,
